U.S. submarine protesters in court... 


UDGE ANDERSON, of the US 

Federal Circuit court of Connec- 
ticut, last week dismissed the District 
Attorney’s indictment against pacifist 
demonstrators at the launching of the 
Polaris submarine Ethan Allen. He 
postponed. the hearing until next Mon- 
day (January 23) when the prosecution 
will protest against the dismissal. 


The defendants are supporters of the 
Committee for  Non-violent | Action— 
William Henry and Donald Martin (both 
of whom swam out to the vessel and 
boarded her), Robert Swann (who planned 
the operation), Roger Aarons, Peter Fried- 
lander, Edmund Leites, Richard Zink, and 
Larry Orenstein. The demonstration took 
place on November 22. 

They were charged with failing to com- 
ply with Coast Guard regulations by enter- 
ing a restricted area to obstruct the launch- 
ing. Bill Henry and. Donald Martin were, 
in addition, charged with a second count 
that they “came in contact with the Ethan 
Allen without advance consent of” the 
authorities. 

The first charge carries a maximum 
penalty of ten years’ imprisonment and a 
$10,000 fine; the second count a maximum 
penalty of one year in prison and a $5,000 
fine. ‘ 

The Judge agreed with the defence 
lawyer, Catherine Roraback, that the indict- 
ment did not specify which Coast Guard 
regulation was violated, that Congress had 
not given the Coast Guard the right to 
authorise the regulation mentioned in the 
charge, and that if Congress had done so 
it would have been unconstitutional. 

The prosecution lawyers were given until 
later in the afternoon to rephrase the in- 
dictment, but their eventual submission was 
stili found unacceptable. The prosecution

then secured the postponement of the hear- 
ing until January 23. 


Some observers think it is now a matter 
for speculation whether the authorities will 
reform their indictment under another 
statute, or whether, having realised the un- 
certain legal basis of their charge, they 
might hope that the case will die a slow 
and quiet death, 

In the meantime the demonstrators are 
out of prison on their own recognisances. 
Larry Orenstein, who is 17, was ordered to 
appear with the others at the hearing, but 
was not mentioned in the indictment, and 
his case may be handled in the juvenile 
courts.

"THE case for civil disobedience is 

the case of the individual con- 
science against the authority of gov- 
ernment. So long as government is 
absolute and tyrannical there are few 
reasonable people who would not 
admit the right of the individual to 
revolt when his conscience is outraged 
by a power that has no respect for 
humanity. 


The problem becomes more difficult when 
the government is a democratic one, and 
claims to represent the will of the people. 
But even democratic governments represent 
only a majority of the people, and some- 
times (as in our own country) by a very 
small margin. 


The case for civil disobedience in a 
democratic state is not so obvious as it is 
in a tyrannical state, but modern democracy 
is a very impure institution. Its authority 
rests on an election in which many diverse 
and inconsistent policies are presented to 
the public, and any one vote may be deter- 
mined by one of a hundred issues, There 
has never been a vote on the unequivocal 
issue of peace or war, and ‘certainly never 
a vote on whether our country should 
commit itself to the manufacture and use 
of atomic weapons,

Jomo Kenyatta has had . 
tyrannical treatment 


ROUNDABOUT of Africa. Or 


perhaps, with its ups and downs 
but nevertheless progress, switchback 
would be a better word. 


I expect to see Jomo Kenyatta released 
the day following the election of the Euro- 
pean members to the new Legislature. That 
wil: be rather clever. If he were released 
before, the European voters would swing to 
the Right. His release before the Africans 
take over a majority for the first time will 
put them in good spirit. 


He should have been released a long 
time ago. I am one of those who have 
doubted his responsibility for Mau Mau; 
he was planning constructive political action 
with me in Kenya in 1950 when he was 
supposed to have begun organising it. I 
certainly don’t believe he was responsible 
for the worst atrocities of Mau Mau. He 
was imprisoned long before they occurred. 


In any case, he served his seven years’ 
sentence. It was tyrannical to keep him in 
exile after that. Some of the Nazi war 
criminals were treated less harshly. 


Support from Moderates 


It used to be said that Kenyatta’s release 
would bring down vengeance on the heads 
of the “loyalist” Africans: the Africans 
who supported the Government during the 
Mau Mau days. The most remarkable 
feature of the campaign for his release has 
been the support given by loyalist chiefs 
and Africans prominent in pro-Government 
circles. 


I have been moved by the fact that two 
sons of ex-Senior Chief Waruhfu have de- 
clared for Kenyatta’s release. Their father 
was murdered by Mau Mau because he was 
a “loyalist.” Indeed, the elder son, David, 
a business man and farmer, and regarded 
by everyone as a moderate, has proposed 
that if Jomo is not liberated the people 
should go to Government House and de- 
mand his freedom. I met David in Nairobi 
shortly after his father was killed in 1952 
and was deeply impressed by his character.

Congo Crisis Deepens 


The Congo goes down to deeper crisis. 
Pro-Lumumba troops have occupied a large 
part of northern Katanga and are challeng- 
ing Col. Mobutu’s military control in other 
parts of the Congo. The United Nations 
Command is now in a dilemma. 


The General Assembly resolution accept- 
ing M. Kasavubu as Congo’s representative 
can be interpreted as meaning that the UN 
forces should oppose the Lumumba troops; 
but by so doing they become involved in 
the civil war which it is one of their objects 
to end. In Katanga, for instance, they 
called on the Lumumba troops to retire. It 
is surely desirable that the UN should limit 
its military function to standing between 
the opposing forces. 


Certainly if the UN force pursue an 
actively anti-Lumumba line many of the 
African States will proceed to withdraw 
their contingents. 

Hope lies in an urgent political approach, 
speeded by the visit of the Afro-Asian 
Conciliation Commission, headed by 





Anucha Wachuku, Nigeria’s dynamic Min- 
ister of Economic Development. 

Lumumba must be released. The Par- 
liament should meet with authority to con- 
firm the Lumumba Government it ap- 
pointed—or to appoint another if it so 
wills. There should be a constitutional 
conference, with M. Tshombe and Mr. 
Kasavubu present, to settle the relationship 
of the regions to the centre. 

And, terribly urgent, there should be 
vast-scale relief of hunger. The meagre 
British Government’s contribution of £5,000 
should make every British citizen ashamed. 
Our honour has been saved by the gener- 
ous voluntary contributions through the 
Oxford Committee for Famine Relief and 
the War on Want Council.

Next Moves in Algeria 


What will happen now in Algeria? The 
danger is that de Gaulle will proceed to 
establish a provisional constitutional struc- 
ture without adequate consultation with 
Ferhat Abbas and his Government in exile. 
That might be fatal, 


De Gaulle has the temperament of a 
dictator. In the case of Algeria I think he 
is a benevolent dictator. He wants to create 
an independent Algeria; but he wants the 
creation to be his work. 


I’ve no doubt he is planning to have 
discussions with Ferhat Abbas and the 
FLN leaders, but it looks as though he will 
negotiate with others also, Indeed, before 
his visit to Algeria he believed there was a 
“third force” of Algerians between the 
FLN and the French with whom he could 
make a deal. He must now realise that 
there isn’t, and that he must come to terms 
with the Government in exile.

Observer, January 15. 


rPHE Bishop of Colchester’s support 


for the abolition of capital punish- 
ment is based upon a reverence for 
human life, and a certainty that God, 
and God alone, can be trusted to 
undertake punishment or retribution. 


It is significant that his arguments against 
deliberate and official taking of a man’s 
life could equally well be used against 
organising the deliberate taking of life in 
war; yet the Bishop is not, I understand, a 
pacifist. 


Decisions to go to war are usually poli- 
tical decisions and those who must obey 
orders to kill are induced to believe that 
they are in the position of the executioner; 
in other words, the State has absolved them 
from the crime of murder, and given into 
their hands the right to exact the ultimate 
penalty in exactly the same way as. the 
hangman, who is indoctrinated to believe 
that he is defending society from the poten- 
tial murderer.

Briefly 


Philip Kgosana was missing, with four 
other Africans, when the incitement trial 
was reopened in Cape Town on January 
10. Kgosana, Pan-Africanist local secre- 
iary, had led a non-violent march of 
30,000 Africans from their locations to 
police headquarters soon after the Langa 
disturbances last year.

Now that anything in the nature of a 
major war threatens the whole human race 
with death, the question of the sanctity of 
one person’s life may seem trivia] and re- 
mote, but it is, in fact, basic to the whole 
pacifist. case against war. It is. neither 
rational nor moral,to argue that. God is 
the arbiter, and the only one, in the matter 
of retaliation, and at the same time support 
by word and deed the so-called defence of 
any country, or any peoples, by means of 
organised retaliation, which is war. 


* 


Even in the days when “ defence.” meant 
only the use of arrows flying through the 
air to piercé a man’s body; when it meant 
charging with a bayonet to stick the keen, 
cruel blade into a man’s stomach; when it 
meant pulling the trigger: to spray with 
bullets his flesh and» bones; when. shells 
shrieking through the air. blasted and 
pounded him out of recognition, this bitter 
wrong was in total contradiction to the 
Christian conception of reverence for 
human life, particularly as the victims of 
war’s retaliation are usually the innocent. 


Yet wars went on and have continued to 
go on, and it is the terrible consequence of 
violating the sanctity of human life with 
such grim and unrepentant persistence 
which has brought the world to its present 
unresolved and horrifying dilemma. 


The Bishop of Colchester in his Observer 
article points out that Jesus “ expressly de- 
clared that he came to supersede the re- 
taliatory code of an eye for an eye and a 
tooth for a tooth.” If this is so then it 
surely cannot be a creed confined to only 
one kind of retaliation and not to another. 
The teaching of the new doctrine of love 
cannot be reconciled with arranging for 
people to starve through the method of the 
blockade, through spraying them with 
napalm and blasting and burning them with 
high explosives. 


If the Church were to refuse to sanction 
such actions it would not only be following 
the teaching of its Founder, but it would be 
giving the long-awaited lead, not only to 
the abolition of capital punishment, but to 
the abolition of war.

LUDovIc KENNEDY’S new book 
has made quite a stir in Fleet Street 
and the Home Office this week. 
And quite right too. TEN RILLING- 
TON PLACE, as everyone has now 
been reminded, takes its title from 
the London address on the fringe of 
Notting Hill where in the late For- 
ties and early Fifties a series of 
murders was perpetrated. As a re- 
sult of these Timothy Evans and 
John Christie were hanged. 


The story cannot be retold too often. 
Christie lived at tumbledown num- 
ber 10 before the Evans family took 
a floor there. In 1950 Evans was 
arrested, charged with the murder of 
his wife and daughter, and executed. 
At his trial the chief prosecution 
witness was Christie. Three years 
later Christie himself was brought to 
trial, and it then came out that he 
had already murdered two women 
before Evans was arrested and sub- 
sequently murdered four more after 
Evans was dead. 


Many people said at the time that 
Christie had probably also murdered 


Evans’ wife and daughter, but the 
Home Secretary begged to differ 
after having a rapid “ investigation ” 
made in the few days before Christie 
was hanged. One of the interesting 
sidelights on the cases is the way 
the then Home Secretary, Sir David 
Maxwell Fyfe (Lord Kilmuir), was 
satisfied by a demonstrably ineffi- 
cient enquiry. But perhaps he had 
to be satisfied because he is the man 
who had claimed that there was “no 
practical possibility” of a miscar- 
riage of justice in a murder case in 
Britain. 


Evans innocent 
says Kennedy 


If words mean anything, however, Mr. 
Kennedy’s new book means quite 
clearly that Evans was innocent. He 
examines the trials and the Home 
Office “ enquiry ” and even produces 
a few new facts. Who can say after 
this that Evans died on the scaffold 
a guilty man ? 

The thought is appalling. Here we 
have the nearest thing in Britain for 
years to a certainty that an innocent 


man was hanged. Quite apart from 
the torture to which a man is com- 
mitted before and during execution 
—and the effect this has on all con- 
cerned in the State’s ritual strangu- 
lation—there is not the slightest 
thing that can be done to remedy 
the situation for Timothy Evans. 


Writers in the press this week have 
fallen over themselves in suggesting 
that the victim’s ashes be taken from 
their miserable prison grave and 
given a “Christian” burial. With 
all respect, we would prefer to have 
rather more of poor Evans with us. 


And how do we know that one day it 
won’t happen to us? We take a flat 
in an unknown area. A man named 
Christie lives on the next floor. We 
are arrested. He is the Crown’s 
chief witness. . . 


There is only one possible conclusion 
to be drawn from TEN RILLINGTON

The question is not out of order be- 
cause the Government, in preparing 
for modern war, is planning to do 
things which by comparison make 
Christie’s behaviour almost respon- 
sible. To limit oneself to a mere 
handful of killings when so much of 
the life of the nation is directed to 
ensuring that we have no future is a 
marked improvement.

Hammarskjoeld’s visit

Mr. Luthuli, at present under a Govern- 
ment edict restricting his movements for 
five years, had regretted the UN Secretary- 
General’s failure to see any African leaders 
during his visit to South Africa. “ We must 
not be blamed,” he commented, “ if we feel 
misgivings, perhaps regrets.”

Eatherly ‘ insane’ 


(CLAUDE EATHERLY, the US Air Force 
major who led the A-bomb missions 
over Japan in 1945, was last week declared 
insane by a county jury at Waco, Texas. 
The jury committed him on January 12 to 
an ex-servicemen’s hospital in Waco for 
treatment of schizophrenic reaction. 


Since 1950 he had been admitted nine 
times to a mental hospital. He once told a 
psychiatrist that he felt responsible for 
killing 100,000 people at Hiroshima.

His comment followed the announcement 
last Friday that American unemployment in 
December rose to 4,540,000, or 6.8 per cent, 
a post-war record for any December. Most 
of the unemployment is in the steel, motor- 
car and other manufacturing industries. 


Mr. Wolfbein further predicted that the 
number, would rise through normal sea- 
sonal factors to 5,500,000 in January, and 
5,600,000 in February, even with no worsen- 
ing of trade. 


But a correspondent of The Times com- 
mented that the mood last. week-end was 
still one of “restrained optimism.” “With 
a change of Government in Washington 
barely a week away—with an Administra- 
tion committed to take immediate vigorous 
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measures to combat the business slump 
about to assume power—it seems to have 
been for a great part of the public no more 
than momentarily disconcerting.” 


De Gaulle in secret talks ? 


ENERAL DE GAULLE, observers be- 
lieve, may await the outcome of secret 
preliminary talks with rebel leaders before 
proceeding with his provisional “ adminis- 
tration” for an Algeria in transition. 
“His main fear,’ wrote William Millin- 
ship in The Observer last Sunday, “ is that 
the National Liberation Front (FLN), con- 
scious that its position has been strength- 
ened by the nationalist demonstrations in 
Algeria last month and the high proportion 
of Muslim abstentions in the referendum, 
may decide it has more to gain from wait- 
ing than from the give-and-take of a seri- 
ous negotiation at this stage.” 


Dismay in the Federation 


KLE ION regulations for Nyasaland, 

“ published in an Order-in-Council on 
January 5, have aroused a storm of dismay 
among White Rhodesians. Leaders of the 
powerful Northern Rhodesian Mineworkers 
Union have urged Sir Roy Welensky, 
Federal Prime Minister, to proclaim the 
Central African Federation an independent 
state free of Colonial Office control, and to 
put a ban on Mr. Macleod, the Colonial 
Secretary. 


Under the new regulations almost every 
maie adult in Nyasaland literate in any 
language in common use will have the 
vote. So will many African women. 
Migrant Nyasa workers in the Rhodesias 
wili also qualify. The Governor will con- 
tinue to preside over a Cabinet of ten, five 
of whom might possibly be members of Dr. 
Banda’s Malawi Party. 

The complaint from Salisbury is that 
these measures will force the pace of Afri- 
canisation in the Rhodesias.

sible. 10 limit oneselt to a mere 
handful of killings when so much of 
the life of the nation is directed to 
ensuring that we have no future is a 
marked improvement. 


There was an interesting letter on this 
theme in the New Statesman last 
week. The writer was arguing that, 
although he was “ not a bloodthirsty 
man,” he did think some criminals

tinued : 


“Sacredness of human life ? 
Tell that one to the—no, not the 
Marines, but the RAF. Such an 
objection, except in the mouth of 
an absolute pacifist, is sheer 
hypocrisy in a country which is 
prepared to use mass-bombing, 
whether nuclear or high explosive, 
as an instrument of policy.” 


Of course there is something strange 
in talking about the sacredness of 
human life and preparing for war. 
Most people if pressed might even 
admit this. They would, however, 
no doubt like the writer above, con- 
sider it a reason for dismissing the 
sacredness of life and not our war 
preparations. 
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HOW KENNEDY GOT THERE 


I CONCLUDED my November Letter with the opinion that by a single 
blunder, two weeks before Election Day, the Republicans lost the Negro vote, 
which they had held in both 1952 and 1956—and thus lost the presidential 


election. 


My opinion was confirmed on December 
13 by none other than President Eisenhower 
who admitted to a group of visitors that 
“a couple of ’phone calls” had swung the 
election. One of them was John Kennedy’s 
*phone call to Mrs. Martin Luther King, 
wife of the Negro non-violent leader; the 
other was Robert Kennedy’s ’phone call to 
Judge Oscar Mitchell who had committed 
King to four months in jail for a’ minor 
traffic violation. The outcome of the latter 
*phone conversation was that King was re- 
leased immediately and the disproportionate 
prison sentence was postponed at least 
pending appeal, In sharp contrast was 
Richard Nixon’s pronouncement on the 
King miscarriage of justice: “ no comment.” 


However, this crucial blunder cannot 
be laid to Nixon personally. The story of 
how it was committed has emerged since 
Bisenhower’s December 13 admission. It is 
a revealing story particularly for those who 
find it hard to conceive how obvious 
blunders can be made at high levels. 


Immediately following Martin Luther 


King’s imprisonment on October 25 on the 


traffic charge (which was a direct outcome 
of his arrest for sitting-in at an Atlanta 
lunch counter), Justice Department officials 
conferred and decided to prepare a state- 
ment to be issued by Eisenhower. 


‘ Fundamentally unjust’ 


The statement said: “It seems to me 
fundamentally unjust that a man who has 
peacefully attempted to establish his right 
to equal treatment free from racial dis- 
crimination, should be imprisoned on an 
unrelated charge, in itself insignificant. 
Accordingly, I have asked the Attorney 
General to take all proper steps to join 
with Dr. Martin Luther King in an appro- 
priate application for his release.” 


In the absence of Attorney General 
William Rogers, who was travelling on one 
of Nixon’s campaign tours, Acting Attorney 
General Lawrence Walsh approved the 
statement. However, it was never issued by 
the President. 


“The decision may have been made by 


President Eisenhower or his White House 
subordinates,” speculates Anthony Lewis in 
The New York Times. “It may have been 
made by ithe Vice-President’s (Nixon’s) 
political strategists. Mr. Rogers (the 
Attorney General), who presumably knows, 
declines to comment.” Lewis concludes: 
“ Hindsight knowledge of the importance of 
the matter has led to bitterness by some 
Republicans about the failure of Mr. Nixon 
and the President to say anything sympa- 
thetic to Dr, King.” 


With the election lost, there remained 
little time for any further Republican 
blunders. Yet occasion was found for a 
final one of major proportions: the break- 
ing of diplomatic relations with Cuba. 
Even from solely opportunistic motives, it 
seems incredible that with only 16 more 
days to be in office, Eisenhower should take 
such a drastic and potentially unpopular 
step. 


Outsmarting the Republicans, as he had 
done in the King incident, Kennedy imme- 
diately disassociated the Democrats from 
Eisenhower’s provocative action against 
Cuba. While Kennedy’s campaign position 
on Cuba was even more extreme than 
Nixon’s (Kennedy urged US aid to the 
forces seeking the overthrow of Castro), his 
latest stand at least leaves the way open for

“the focal point of Guatemala’s military 
preparations for what Guatemalans con- 
sider will be an almost inevitable clash with 
Cuba,” he writes: “The United States is 
assisting this effort not only in personnel 
but in material and the construction of 
ground and air facilities.” 


Such “brinkmanship ” recalls what may 
well be recorded as the most memorable 
“goof” of the two Eisenhower Adminis- 
trations: the “ brink-of-war” boast by the 
late Secretary of State John Foster Dulles. 
That a top official of a leading nation could 
brag about risking a conflagration which 
might well destroy the entire world is hard 
to understand.

N7E Americans are a faithless 
people, and the rest of the week 
betrays the one hour on Sunday when 
we go through the perfunction of pro- 
claiming our faith (or hire mento pro- 
claim it for us, and to visit our sick, 
and to bury our dead).. And_ those 
who skip the perfunctory hour include 
most of the Americans who concern 
themselves with social justice. 


Why are we faithless ? The concerned 
because they are persuaded that the Church 
as a whole is the agent and apologist for 
social injustice—or at best its silent part- 
ner. .The unconcerned because they are so 
enchanted with the works of their own 
hands that they cannot imagine the neces- 
sity for Man the Maker to have help. Man 
himself is God, and the earth (and now the 
heavens) manifest his handiwork. 


But this faithless American, concerned or 
unconcerned for social justice, would be 
faithless for the same reason. the Second 
Century Christian was already faithless: 
He would not mind adoring the Cross if 
only he didn’t have to carry it too. If only 
his faith did not require works which in 
turn require the surrender of force to 
suffering for the sake of the redemption of 
the enemy one loves. If this is faith, when 
all experience proves that the enemy 
“doesn’t understand anything but force.” 


True, the faithless man is uneasy in his 
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dependence on force. He knows that the 
enemy does not even seem to understand 
force, (You hate and kill the criminal, and 
crime increases.) He knows that the force 
is at least as often on the side of injustice 
as it is on the side of justice. He knows 
that force even in a just cause affects its 
user so that he sees the face of the evil 
doer in the mirror. 


He knows these things, But he sees no 
other way. And this is why he is faithless. 
The way of the faithful—to love and to 
suffer—not only has no chance of achiev- 
ing social justice but penalises the just 
man and hands the unjust their victory on 
a platter. And so the American (like the 
Russian) has gone on shedding blood and 
depending on the whip, the club, the dirk, 
and the pistol, on the chain, the lock, the 
bars, and the handcuffs; uneasy in his 
dependence but triumphant in his argu- 
ment: there is no other way. 


And in this melancholy case he arrives 
at the end of the age of violence. If there 


another way, and the heathen Black half 
understood it. To win anything at all when 
you were powerless—a slab of sowbelly or 
a handful of collard greens—you had_ to 
love or pretend to love and make the 
master sorry for you. So the “happy” 
Negro—the patient, wheedling Uncle Tom 
and Aunt. Jemima—was born. 


But their understanding grew as_ their 
slavery continued; and as their slavery con- 
tinued their faith was not beguiled by their 
understanding. ‘‘ Gradually ” their outward 
condition improved, by force of the White 
man’s law in Washington and his violence 
supporting law. But his law and _ his 
violence were in Jackson and Montgomery 
and Baton Rouge, too, and they were closer 
home and much, much surer’ and __ less 
gradual. 


There was nothing wrong with grad- 


ualism when you're a patient people, except: 


that the White man, even in Washington, 
decided what was gradual and what was 
not.

weak he was tempted to say of the 
Southern Whites, ‘They don’t understand 
anything but force.’ But when his faith 
was strong he saw that they half-under- 
stood something else: The White South- 
erners, themselves oppressed, held fast to 
the facade of the Church, the mumbo- 
jumbo of an almost emptied faith. Even 
when they hated and killed, they burned a 
Cross. And the Black man saw that there 
might be a chance some day—just an out- 
side chance, but better than no chance at 
all—that he could touch the Southern 
White man’s heart in the name of Christ. 


Last spring, when 350 Negro students 
were arrested in Orangeburg for sitting 
down at the lunch counters, the governor 
of South Carolina said: “They think they 
can violate any law, especially if they have 
a Bible in their hands.” Maybe they can. 
Maybe anyone'can if he has enough faith. 
So. they prayed and. prayed—hadn’t their 
Christ. Himself prayed in the Garden ?— 
that, their courage to suffer be fortified and 
their faith not fail, them when they were 
clubbed and spat upon; for if their faith 
failed them they would return evil for evil 
and. be destroyed... And when they had 
prayed -and prayed, they broke the law. 


Many men. have broken the law; John 
Brown, Al Capone. But not like. this, This 
wasn’t civil disobedience. This was non- 
violence.; And the law struck with all its 
violence, and with its volunteer janisaries. 
The. law-breakers , were clubbed and 
whipped, hosed and burned; and Martin 
Luther King knew it and had known that 
it would come-to pass, and he said, ‘ We 
must fill the jails.” And they filled the 
jails and did the hardest thing of all: they 
blessed them that cursed them. 


And the lunch counters opened, unse- 
gregated, 


One by one the lunch counters opened— 
all the lunch counters of the four major 
variety stores organisations in 112 cities 
in the course of the past eight months. 
And the Southern Whites had all the 
violence on their side in support of all the 
laws, good laws against trespass, loitering, 
obstruction of traflic, incitement to riot.

So the faithless American has to retreat 
to his last unprepared line of defence: If 
you can’t use violence abroad any more, 
you can still use it at home. You can make 
laws to achieve social justice (or whatever 
you want) and monopolise archaic forms 
of violence in the police who enforce the 
law. Then you have a police action, with 
one police force in Mississippi or two in 
Korea. 


People of faith 


But down in the deep dark American 
South there has been all this time a people 
of faith, They were not good or great 
people, and their faith failed them on 
Saturday night; but on Sunday their faith 
was strong again; And even in their secu- 
lar societies like the National Association 
for the Advancement of Coloured People 
they began their meetings with an invoca- 
tion and ended them with a benediction 
and cried out “ Amen,” and not -“ Pour it 
on,” when the speaker spoke of liberty. 
Backward people, to whom the supernatural 
was more tolerable than the natural. 


They had been slaves, and were still 
slaves, for the measure of slavery is not 
law but dignity. They had been black 
heathen, and their Christian masters had 
given them Christ. They liked this Christ. 
They liked Him because He was the only 
freedom they could imagine. Above all, 
He spoke to their condition, for their. con- 
dition was, above ll, helpless to use 
violence as a remedy. ‘Their masters may 
have understood something other than force 
—but at least they understood force and 


had a monopoly of it and had no need of 
Christ.

The Whites sat down at the 
lunch counters with the Blacks as if they 
had never done anything else. ‘There has 
not been a report of violence at an unse- 
gregated lunch counter. Recently the chain 
store managements reported that there had 
been no loss of business since integration. 
The question is not, Who lost or won ? 
but, What lost or won ? Liberty won, and 
violence lost. The “cake of custom ”—the

EACE marchers of the Committee 

for Non-Violent Action, now about 
to cross the border from Arizona to 
New Mexico, are well into their second 
thousand miles. There are still twelve 
American States and seven European 
countries (including Communist states) 
ahead. 


Conditions are deemed to be rigorous, at 
least for the first 3,000 miles from San 
Francisco to Chicago, and this has limited 
the official team to about a dozen walkers. 
Many others have joined spontaneously for 
short distances, and hospitality is often 
offered by individuals along the route. 
After Chicago, estimated from about April 
1, mass participation will be encouraged. 


During the phase of the march across 
Europe, previous experience in civil dis- 
obedience will be a condition for partici- 
pation, since the marchers are committed 
to illegal trespass should they be denied 
passage through any territory.

And now the pattern is set—Christ’s 
technique all the way and everywhere—at 
the parks and the benches and the libraries 
and the movies and the voter registration 
desks and the real estate offices and the 
employment agencies and the hotels and 
hospitals and buses. And the schools. Has 
the Black man found the way to soften the 
White’s man’s heart ? The Army, the Navy, 
and the Marines have found the way to 
soften his skull, the way of civil war at 
home and the end of the world abroad. 


Those. who rejected non-violence as

faithless, including those who, rejecting it, 
rejected Christ while they professed Him.

MPHE first issue of the Campaign for 
Nuclear Disarmament’s new 
monthly paper appeared on Mon- 
day.

I believe there are convincing strategical 
and political arguments for nuclear disarm- 
ament, but I will not use them on_ this 
occasion. They are known to most of you 
and have been expounded with more poli- 
tical acumen than I can claim to possess. 
My intention to commit an act of civil 
disobedience in opposition to an official 
policy that contemplates atomic warfare is 
neither strategical nor political: it is in- 
stinctive. 


War itself is instinctive. Its immediate 
causes are economic, but governments 
would not be able to delude their people 
into aggressive and murderous acts but for 
certain frustrations common to us all— 
emotional tensions caused in us by social 
conventions that are basically an aspect of 
the struggle for survival. Frustration auto- 
matically arouses aggressive impulses—this 
is one of the most established of all psycho- 
logical laws,

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morals that frustration is not entailed with 
mutual danger to its constituent members, 
but that is a long-term policy for states- 
men, and meanwhile the stockpile of atomic 
weapons increases. Frustration too in- 
creases. Stupid and bewildered men rise 
to power and the whole fate of humanity 
it attached to a very delicate trigger. 


To have reached this state of imminent 
peril is in itself an unparalleled disaster, for 
which the statesmen and scientists of the 
world have forfeited all moral authority. 
Not one of us has any longer any faith in 
political action. The more conferences and 
committees we arrange and attend, the 
farther away we seem to get from any 
immediate and practical intention to dis- 
arm. 


This stalemate must be broken, but it 
will never be broken by rational argument. 
There are too many right reasons for 
wrong actions on both sides, It can be 
broken only by instinctive action. An act 
of disobedience is instinctive: civil dis- 
obedience is or should be collectively in- 
stinctive--a revolt of the instincts of man 
against the threat of mass destruction, 


Dangerous 


Instincts are dangerous things to play 
with, but that is why, in the present 
desperate situation, we must play with in- 
stincts. The apathetic indifference of the 
majority of people to the very real threat 
of universal destruction is partly due to a 
lack of imagination, but the imagination 
does not function in the present situation 
because it is paralysed by fear in its sub- 
conscious sources, 


We must release the imagination of the 
people so that they become fully conscious 
of the fate that is threatening them, and we 
can best reach their imagination by our 
actions, by our fearlessness, by our willing- 
ness to sacrifice our comfort, our liberty, 
and even our lives to the end that mankind 
shall be delivered from pain and suffering 
and universal death:

‘Peace now certain’

“Peace” of course is an ambiguous 
word today. Mr. Macmillan says he is 
going to devote his life to working for 
peace and in the same breath that we must 


retain the H-bomb to maintain the “balance 
of terror” which preserves peace, while 
Mr. Gaitskell lumps together unilateralists, 
fellow-travellers, and pacifists. 

There will however be no ambiguity over 
the Pacifist Fortnight Campaign from June 
18 to July 2, for its aim is to publicise the 
existence of a movement whose members 
have renounced all war in all circumstances. 

During that fortnight throughout the 
country all pacifists are asked to join in 
the Campaign, whether they are pacifist on 
religious, moral, ethical, rational, economic 
or any other grounds, only provided they 
mean all war in all circumstances.
